breaking is a part spectacle. Though 
humanity occasionally pro-

"A superficial investigation indicates that the 
home influence;! 


were not bad. The greatest criticism that can be brought against 
flic parents, appears to be one of negligence. The girl bad evidently 
been allowed to roam about the city at will and few if nny restric- 
tions were placed upon her movements. 


"This case asa'n calls public attention to the need of greater 


discipline, in the homos. The Nc.n-s has lime and again called at- 
tention to the laxity of parents In allowing their children to wan- 
tier about tile city picking up nil sorts or injurious 
habits.

parent who does not keep a close surveillance over the movements 
of his children is neglecting one. of the most important responsibil- 
ities which parenthood imposes upon him.

fourteen-year-old girl in Lynn for house breaking. Annie May Stone, the 
girl in question, pleaded guilty to the charge of house breaking a.nd larceny 
It appeared that, she had one or two boys us companions and yet she herscU 
had stolen jewelry worth $1000 or over from fourteen different houses. Ii: 
some cases she sold $150 worth of jewelry for $3. 


The case of this young girl has alarmed the city of Lynn and has 


caused wide comment all over the country. Commenting upon it the Lynn 
News has an editorial warning to parents that will apply in this city as 
well as in Lynn, although we have had no en HI:'precisely so similar. The 


paper says:— 


"Tho appearance In court ol a fourt'een-yoar-old girl for house- 


breaking is a. sad spectacle. Though humanity occasionally pro- 
duces abnormalities, and probably would under'the most Improved 
.conditions, there is room for much speculation in the cnso oC this 
young girl. 


"A superficial investigation indicates that the home Influences 


•wero not bad. The greatest criticism that can be brought ngalnst 


. the parents appears to be one ot negligence. The girl had evidently 


been allowed to roam about the city at will and few if any restric- 
tions wero placed upon her movements. 


"This case again calls public attention to the need of 
greater 


discipline in Hie homes. The News lias time nnd again called at- 
tention to the laxity of parents in allowing their children to wnn- 
der about the city picking up all sorts of injurious habits. 
The 


parent who does not keep a close surveillance over the. movements 
of his children is neglecting one of the most important responsibil- 
ities which parenthood imposes upon him. 


"Until the home takes a more serious view of its responsibili- 


ties, crime among children will continue to he a serious 
problem. 


Obedience should be a word learned early in life, and the parent 
who neglects to make it understood is doing an irreparable injury 
to his offspring. Once a child lias slipped 
from the anchorage of 


home there is little hope of complete recovery.'
